Storage affording th< max 
inium of protection should have a 
tempera!ure of from 35 to 40 degrees 
and sufficient ventilation to remove 
fool air ant excessive moisture. 
The 
storage house should he kept dark, a* 
the table finality of potatoes quickly 
deteriorates in the light. 
Potatoes 
should not be piled more than live or 
six feet deep in the bin.

of maintaining cheap roads in a re­ 
cent article .by the New York Kl jilt* 
Commisslonet of Highways in the En­ 
gineering News Record.

found on taking office that he had 
for I hi 9 (ive and it half million dol­ 
lars for the upkeep of seventy-one 
hundred miles of hard surface toad. 
On investigation he found that this 
was not sufficient lo keep the roads 
In fit condition.
